BURNING AT THE! STAKE. 

Tn 1722 Elizsbeth Blaom wis burnt at the 
stuko.for tho uturder of her husband, at the 
public placo-of exeoution in the castle ditch 
at Tiinestn, * She was brought out of tho pie 
son tavefoot, covered with a tarred shift, o 
Tarred bonnet on her hond, and her lega, feat, 
and arms coated with tar. She was drawn 
on a hordle to the place of execution, .and 
placed by the executioner on a tac burral about 
3ft. bigh, A rope- which rau on a pulley 
through’ the stake was fixed about her neck, 
and after being drawa tight with the pulley 
the,tar barrel was Pushed away, ‘hor body 
“being fastened: by three irons round it to the 
stubke thiet in might rot rap. when the ropo |, 
wis burat. The fixing of the irone took about 
five tninates, the executioner mercifully tak- 
ing the opportunity of pulling the hody down- 
wirds to inéura strangulation, which, how.
